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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 09/786,041 for a Supporting 
Device filed by Jose Manuel Alguera Gallego et al. on May 14, 2001 . 



Specification 

The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to 
amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The 
amendment must be accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the 
applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory 
material consists of the same material incorporated by reference in the referencing 
application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re 
Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 
577, 179 USPQ 167 (CCPA 1973). 

The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71, as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: Applicant claims that the supporting device is for 
supporting a semi-trailer, however it is not disclosed in the specification how the device 
supports a semi-trailer. Applicant claims that there is a telescopic inner sleeve, via a 
spindle, connected to gearing in the top of the supporting device. However, the gearing 
is not shown and it appears that the entire supporting device is not shown in any of the 
figures. Applicant also claims that the inner sleeve has a corresponding outer sleeve, 
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however the outer sleeve is not shown, nor is it disclosed how the outer sleeve 
corresponds with the inner sleeve or the purpose of the outer sleeve. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "21" has been used to designate both the support foot and 
the foot plate. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. In Claims 1-13 Applicant claims a supporting device for 
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semi-trailers comprising an outer sleeve. However, Applicant does not show the outer 
sleeve in any of the figures and the purpose of the outer sleeve is not disclosed. 
Applicant also fails to disclose how the device supports a semi-trailer. In addition, 
Applicant claims a telescopic inner sleeve, via a spindle, but the gearing that allows the 
inner sleeve to telescope is not shown, nor is its location shown.
